» Mo., Oct. 22.—About 846 ban 
scattered Lover twenty-one States of ee 
union, are affected by a decisidn just ren- 
dered in the United States District Court 
in the case of E. 8S. Hubbard, assignee of the 
Union Loan and Trust company of Sioux 
City, Ia., against J. 8 ‘Kennedy, Tod & Co., 
bankers of New York. The Supreme Court 
affirms the ruling of the lower court, which 
was that a large amount of stocks and bonds 
éould be recovered by the Union Loan and 
Trust company from Tod @ Co., On payment 
to Tod & Co. of $1,500,000 with interest from 
Dec. 30, 1892. The case has been before vari- 
ous federal courts for a number of years. 

The Manhattan Trust company of New 
York filed a bill Sept. 28, 1888, in the United 
States Circuit Court for lowa against the 
Sioux City and Northern railroad company, 
asking for a receiver to take charge of the 
road. The suit was based on a mortgage 
made to the trust company in 1890 to seghre 
$1,920,000 worth of bonds. 

A few days later receivers were appointed, 
and -on the same day E. H. Hubbard, as- 
signee of the Union Loan and Trust company 
of Iowa, filed an intervening petition, asking 
for an injunction against the disposition 
of 10,600 shares of the stock of that road 
and 2,340,000 bonds of. the Sioux City 
— and raflroad. Thése se- 
curtities were held by J. 8. Kenn 
Co. of New York, bankers. ore 

The court below held that the Union Trust 
the securities to Tod 

: Co., Knowing it was intend - 
ecate ed to rehypoth 
the securities by Tod & €o., under the 
visions of the agreement, did not divert to 
the trust company any of its junior liens, and 
that its ehs to redeem remained, because 
the $1,500, notes were not purchased in 
the ordinary course of business,”’ 

The trust company 
Court of Appeals. on the ground that the 
securities were taken wrongfully, that de- 
fendants were not bona-fide holders, and 
that the loans were usurious and void. The 
Circuit Court of Appeals affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court. 

The case then came to the Supreme Court 


-0n a writ of certiorari secured by the trust 
company. The securities involved were de- 


posited with the Union Loan and Trust com- 
pany of Sioux City, Ia., to secure a loan and 
were rehypothecated by that company.. 

In April, 1898, the Union Loan and Trust 
company failed with Mabilities amounting to 
about $7,500,000 and available assets of only 
$1,500,000. The failure was as disastrous as 
unexpected, as the rating of the company 
was such that their paper was held for vari- 
ous amounts by 346 banks in twenty-one ¢it- 
ferent States, in addition to a large number 
of local creditors. 

After the faffure a number of creditors ef- 
fected a settlement with the receiver by ac- 
cepting a certain percentage as payment in 
full of their claims, but a large number of 
banks, which held what were known &s rail- 
road securities, held a number of meetings 
‘in Chicago, and in June, 1893, organized 
what was known as the Credits Commuta-

When the Chicago men cantered into the 
inclosure there were many Harvard men 
who took one look at the huge linesmen and 
imagined they saw the end of the game in 
view. Three eenter men weighing 220 
pounds and over was enough to make the 
crimson supporters feel that a hard victory, 
if any, was in sight. The other linesmen 
were large in proportion and the backs were 
all heavier than the Harvard, but as soon as 
the game started it became evident there 
was something wrong in this aggregation of 
big men. The wind was against Chicago and 
that accounted for some of the trouble, but 
it was clear after five minutes of play that 
the team was slow in Starting and did not 
seem to realize a game was in progress. 
Graver and Loomis Started at times witha 
funeral walk and were stopped by Cochrane 
and Hallowell before they had gone a few 
feet. Klunder did not pass the bal! well and 
it was not infrequent that the backs in spite 
of their slow gait got off before the ball. The 
linesmen were just as slow and with the 
possible exception of McWeeney and Paul- 
man none of them knew how to use their 
weight to adwantage.

His 
headlong plunges into the line and his ef- 
fective work at breaking up the interfer- 
ence was the best seén on the field this 
year. The shock-haired youth would hit 
the line and sé¢emed to be able to get through 
the smallest sort of an opening and make 
a first down. Stagg evidently was right 
when he called him the find of the year, and 
Slaker well deserves all the praise whicb 
has been given him. 

Hamill also got into the game in his real 
old-time form and gladdened the hearts 
of the rooters by his runs and his getting 
down the field after the ball.

Even Mr. Punch has pulled a long face 
and turned a big bear this week. A clever 
but ill-timed cartoon, depicting a French 
organ-grinder with a monkey in military 
uniform, beating a drum before John Bull’s 
door, sent stocks down several points. It 
was an admirable pictorial summary of 
English opinion, but it exposed the French 
army to unmerited contempt, and tended 


to produce intense irritation across. the 


channel. 

The Cabinet Ministers and the Liberal 
leaders have combined to depress the stock 
market by the gravity and unconciliatory 
tone of their comments on the Fashoda af- 
fair. 

This is Trafalgar day; the Nelson column 


is splendidly decorated and surrounded with 


patriotic crowds; from the headlines of the 
newspapers hawked in the streets and from 


_? the feverish discussion of England’s rela- 


tions with France a stranger suddenly land- 
ing from the planet Mars might suppose 
that the country was on the brink of war 
with its chief naval rival. The idea that 
another Trafalgar is possible for the pos- 
session of a pesthole on the White Nile seems 
to all sane observers the figment of a dis- 
order in the imagination, but ‘tis a mad 
‘world. 
Not a Panicky Feeling. 
While there has been a depressed stock 
Market; witty signa of recovery atthe end of

High finance are ordinarily in close touch. 
There has been no indication that the great 
financiers of London; Paris, Berlin, and 
Vienna apprehend an outbreak of war. The 
increased bank rates in the leading capitals 
are due to financial-causes. There would be 
& much sharper deciine in values on the 
bourses of the continent if bankers and 
leading operators were convinced that war 
was probable. 

London bankers frankly say that there 
will be no war outside the newspapers. Sin- 

_ gularly enough, the same opinion is held in 
the newspaper offices, startling as the 
headlines may be and portentous as the 
leaders invariably are. ; 

I do not know any London editor who be- 
lieves that there will be war over Fashoda. 
Indeed, the excitement, which has increased 
during the week, might be regarded as the- 
atrical if diplomatic circles were not seri- 
ously alarmed. 

This is a curious phase of the situation. 
The diplomats, who are usually more op- 
timistic than any other class, are really tak-

America the Creditor Nation. 
One fact which does not escape attention 
here is that the United States has become a 
creditor nation, whose influence will be felt 
with overwhelming force in any European 
war.

London bankers who despair of effecting

America has all the gold she needs and can }

Industrial Invasion from America. 

The invasion of England by American 
commercial travelers continues, and their 
itineraries are enlarged to include the main 
continental centers. It is a matter of com- 
mon comment that -American mercantile 
energy is now felt with increasing force 
every month. The talk about German com- 
petition, with which the papers were filled 
two years ago, has ceased; American rivalry 
is now feared. Statistics showing the growth 
of Amcrican exports, especially of iron and 
steel, are seriously commented upon. The 
success of American bidders in securing 
large contracts for municipal work and elec- 
trical plants is held up as a warning that a 
keen competitor is in the field. 

Today’s Mail has a column article on the 
energy of the American consular service in 
obtaining facts for home manufacturers and 
oyening new markets for exports, The 
American Consuls are described as com- 
mercial travelers who are not content with 
routine work, but are constantly bustling 
about among English merchants, obtaining 
samples of goods and supplying the mer- 
chants at home with.the facts needed for 
enlarging their foreign trade. 

The alertness of the American Consuls is 
explained as one reason why England is 
losing trade, and the practical moral is

This in spite of the fact that English writers 
were once in the habit of referring to the 
American consular system as a striking 
example of the evils of the spoils theory, 
by which the public service was converted 
into a clearing-house for the liquidation of’ 
political debts.

CRIME OF A LORD’S BROTHER. 


Bernard Petre Sentenced to Prison in 
London for Passing a Worth- 
| less Check.

London, Oct. 22.—The Hon. Bernard Petre, 
brother of the present Lord Petre, has b-en 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment for 
passing a worthless check for $100. He is 
only 27 years old, but the Judge took a 
strong view of his conduct, as the fraud was 
perpetrated on Petre’s landlady, although he 
had an account at the bank on which the 
check was drawn. The sentence is regarded 
as excessive, and an effort is being made to 
get it reduced. 

Parliament passed a bill at the last session 
giving to the police power to prosecute as 
rogues and vagabonds men who live on the 
earnings of certain women. Hitherto they

Effect on Brisson Cabinet. 

What will become of the Brisson Cabinet 
when the chamber meets, is the question on 
every one’s lips. Its downfall is predicted 
from almost all quarters, but in parliamen- 
tary circles the belief is gaining ground 
that as Fashoda looms up as an ever increas- 
ing danger, and as the feeling of the country 
is absolutely opposed to going to war for 
it, the opposition will insist that the Brisson 
Cabinet shall be compelled to bear the op- 
probrium of yielding to Lord Salisbury’s 
demands, and will not permit the resignation 
until a satisfactory arrangement with Eng- 
land is concluded. 

In other words, just as Sagasta’s adver- 
saries’in the Cortes will not.permit him to 
withdraw until he has drained his cup:to the 
dregs by signing the treaty of peace with the 
United States, so Brisson’s opponents in the 
chamber will not allow him to retire until he 
has disposed of the Fashoda nightmare as 
best he can. Consequently, Fashoda is the 
crux of the situation, whether regarded from 
the point of view of home or of foreign pol- 
itics. 


Hope to Weather Storm. 

Notwithstanding the widespread opposi- 
tion to them, some of the supporters of the 
Brisson Cabinet express confidence that 
they will be able to weather the storm by re-

Picard Disputes Peck’s Statements.

Paris, Oct. 22.—To set at rest conflicting re- 
ports as to the space to be granted the United 
States at the Paris exposition I again visited 
the French exposition authorities today and 
it is an incontrovertible fact that the United 
States will have no more space in the big 
fair than that already allotted. 

Here is the exact text of M. Picard’s official 
Statement in the matter: 

“I know of the dream which haunted Mr. 
Peck during his voyage across the Atlantic— 
a dream of an immense, vast American sec- 
tion, and it is with real regret that we ac- 
knowledge that we cannot realize his beauti- 
ful dream. The grand Paris exposition is 
obliged to reply: 

*“ * No, sir; we are not the exposition of Chi- 
cago. I have given all Ecan;even more. As 
early as 1896 the other great nations asked 
for their space, and according to it we did not 
forget our sister nation. We kept her part. 
Commissioner Handy realized this. Resign 
yourself to the necessary selection. Make 
collective exhibits. Your success will be 
greater, more incontestable, and France will 
applaud you.’ ”’ 

With all the good will possible the author- 
ities say that they cannot accord an inch 
more, that they have net the space to give. 
In spite of all the talk to the contrary, when 
the American Commissioner and his assist- 
ants state that they have all the space they 
desire they only make the best of the situa- 
tion. ‘* All they desire "’ is all they can get. 


Warning to Exhibiters. 

It is high time for exhibiters to realize 
the situation and to conform their exhibits 
to the limited quarters. ' 

Another important thing is that there will 
be no separato buildings for the various 
nations. All the foreign exhibits will be 
arranged in sections according to the class. 

In the French buildings, for example, all 
the harvest machines of every nation will 
be arranged together side by side—American, 
German, English, etc. 

This rule will be followed in all classes of 
exhibits, and the French authorities there- 
fore strongly advise American exhibiters to 
arrange for collective exhibits. 

Although the system may not please many 
exhibiters, it is certainly a practical method, 
and the only one, the French authorities 
claim, that will admit of a fair representation 
of the whole country. 


MRS. COLGATE TO WED IN PARIS. 


Marriage to the Earl of Strafford Takes 
Place Next Month—London’s 
Social Side.

P London, Oct. 22.—The wedding of Mrs. 
Colgate of New York and the Ear! of Straf- 
ford—whose engagement was announced last 
week—will také place next month. They 
will be married abroad, probably in Paris. 
The Straffords.have their skeleton—like most 
other English arist6cfatic families. 

A possible heir to the title Is the Hon. 
and Rev. Francis Bying, a brother of the 
present Earl of Strafford. This reverend 
gentleman was the Vicar of the fashionable 
Church of St. Peter’s, Cranley Gardens, 
Kensington, and was chaplain to the 
Speaker of the House of Commons. Despite 
his cloth, reports say he was addicted to 
cards. 

Some ten years ago he suddenly resigned 
, his benefices and went abroad—owing to 
trouble over a gambling debt, it was said— 
and he has never returned. He was the 
mildest, the most inoffensive, and apparently 
the most examplary of clergymen, and his 
fall excited profound amazement. His 
brother, the Earl of Strafford, is highly 
esteemed and possesses to angespecial de- 
gree the confidence of the Queen. 

The Duchess of Marlborough and her babe 
are progressing admirably. The Duke has 
not yet abandoned his plans of getting 
the former family mansion, Mariborough 
house, as a town residence. The Prince of 
Wales cannot part with it, but the Duke is 
said to have an understanding with the Duke 
of York that .when the last named becomes 
the heir-apparent to the throne he will as- 
sent to the resale of Marlborough house to 
a representative of the Marlborough family. 
This can then be easily arranged, as the 
Prince of Wales will take Buckingham 
Palace and the Duke of York will take St. 
James’ Palace.

She has recovered 
her health after her recent severe illness. 
She took the cure at the Spa in Belgium. 
Now she is staying in Paris.

All London Regrets Death of 
the Clear-Sighted Author 
and Jvurnalist. 


WIDE CIRCLE OF FRIENDS 


Rage Against Delusion Which 
Finally Sacrificed His 
Life. 


FAITH IN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE

His Death Unnecessary. 

He loved plain, strong Anglo-Saxon lai- 
guage, and could pelt fools with it better 
than any other man. And yet, if there Be 
anything in medical science and the stored 
accumulation of centuries of research and 
learning, this intellectual giant, after ri@t 
culing so much imposture, fell himself a yic- 
tim to what is, indeed, a deadly craze, 

The story is now gradually moving Eng- 
land to fierce rage against what is now 
termed the murderous delusion that killed 
him. That great brain, which gave us “ Sis- 
ter Soulsby,” might still have been working, 
say the English doctors, but for the inter- 
ference of the creed known as “‘ Christian 
Science.”

HEAVY RAINFALL AT HAVANA. 


Streets of the City Look Like Running 
Rivers, with Water Four | 


Feet Deep. 


Havana, Oct. 22.—One of the heaviest 


rainstorms in years fell here last night, asa 
continuation of the storm of the last three 
days Eivery stream in the yicinity of this 
city overfiowed, flooding its surroundings. 

The streets of Havana presented the ap- 
pearance of running rivers. The water was 
over four fect deep at many of the crossings, 
swamping houses, stores, and damaging fur- 
niture and other property.

Traffic 
was delayed on every railroad running out 
of the city, and the Vedado line Was blocked 
for three hours this morning.

Many bulls succeeded 
in escaping, and ran loose through the 
streets of the city, adding to the panic 
prevailing.

Superstition and Gullibility. 


An almost {ncredible instance of nineteenth 
century superstition and gullibility comes 
from the Town of Kempton, Bavaria, where 
a married couple named Wohilfahrt have 
been sentenced to imprisonment after having 
been convicted of an extraordinary series 
of frauds on a well-to-do farmer and his 
wife living near by, whose daughter, 
Crescence, recently died. The Wohlfahbrts 
persuaded the farmer and his wife to believe 
that*their daughter, Agnes Wohlfahrt, re- 
ceived frequent visits from the Virgin Mary, 
who told her that Creseence was not in 
heaven, but in purgatory. They further im- 
pressed upon the parents of Crescence that 
Agnes could arrange their daughter's release 
from purgatory if the farmer paid 300 marks. 

The latter paid the money, and a little 
later Agnes was alleged to have received 


‘the news that Crescence had been married 


to an angel and wished to have her dowry 
gent to her, together with 1,000 marks. Then 
Crescence was supposed to have hada baby, 
and the farmer gave more money .to the 
Wohlfabrts. In short, the farmer was died 
in this manner until he was ruined. But 
news of the affair reached the authorities, 
and the Wohlfahrts were arrested. During 
the proceedings in. court fifty-two letters 
which Agnes Wohlfahrt was said to have 
réceived from the Virgin Mary were pro- 
duced, and the public prosecutor read a re- 
ceipt “ from the mother of Christ" for 150 
marks. 

Another document was a letter of thanks 
for a sack of potatoes, and still another was 
an acknowledgment of receipt of 2,500 marks, 
which said that al] the angels in heaven blew 
their trumpets when the money arrived.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
FAILS TO SAVE LIFE 


Dr. Springer of the Coroner’s Office 
Declares the 6-Year-Old Girl Died of 

_ Neglect—Inquest Will Be Held Tues- 
day. 


Six-year-old Lillian Lewis died yesterday 
morning at her home, 718 Belmont avenue, 
from diphtheria, after having been treated 
three days by a Christian Science healer. 

Dr. Springer of the Coroner’s office made 
a post-mortem examination of the body yes- 
terday and in his opinion the child would not 
have.died had medical did been summoned. 
The Coroner ordered an inquest and Deputy 


‘Coroner Elbe yesterday secured a jury, 


which, after viewing the body, adjourned 
until Tuesday at 2 o'clock at Rolston’s. The 
funeral will be held tomorrow morning. 
The child died after an illness of three 
days. The Sheffield avenue police were noti- 
fied and learned that the parents were be- 
lievers in Christian Scienee, They reported 
the matter to the Coroner. Dr. Springer 


had some difficulty in gaining permission to 
hold a post-mortem examination, but finally 
persuaded the parents to leave the house. 
He found the throat filled with mucous, and 
that the child had choked to death. 

*‘Tt is one of the worst cases of neglect 
that ever came under my observation,” said 
the physician, ‘‘ and the healthy condition 
of the other organs is good evidence that 
the child might have been saved by a medical 
operation.”’

here at 2:25 this afternoon, after an absence 
of two weeks. The train made no long stops

HOPE FROM UNITED STATES 


Manila, Sept. 22.—President Emilio Aguin- 
aldo of the Philippine revolutionary g0Vv- 
ernmert has broken his long silence and re- 
laxed his characteristic reserve in order to 
speak openly of certain important matters 
that concern his relations with the govern- 
ment of the United States.

feeling against me and my countrymen. 
Why they should do this I do not know, but 
I have seen American papers that have told 
miost exaggerated and untruthful stories 
about me, my plans. and the Filipinos who 
are working for freedom from Spanish rule.

“Ignorant as to American Plans. 
“Tf our attitude has ever seemed unfavor- 
able to the Americans, it has been due to 
the fact that we did not understand the 
plans and intentions of the Americans, and 
had great difficulty in learning. We could 
not help fearing that you might allow the 
Spaniards to retain control of the islands, 
and we have never been able to get any as- 
eurance that the Spaniards would not be

“In regard to our slowness in evacuating 
our positions in the City of Manila, which 
we entered with your forces on Aug. 14, can 
you really blame us for not wishing to give 
them up? We did not then know, and we 
do not know now, that these same barracks 
and posts which we surrendered at General 
Otis’ request may not be seized and occupied 
by Spanish troops if your Peace commission 
decides to return the Philippines and Manila 
to the Spaniards. Because of this and of 
the fact that some unpleasant incidents oc- 
curred where private soldiers on both sides 
were concerned and responsible I am ac- 
cused of treachery.

“‘ Who stole the big flag?” is the absorbing 
questionwat ‘the City Hall, end although 
Captain Colléran’s best deteetives wére at 
work on the case all day yesterday it is still 
unanswered. Chief Kipley will-say noth- 
ing, but what makes the matter still more 
peculiar Superintendent Kipley himself is 
one of those suspicion of having filched 
the twenty-fivefoot banner off the municipal 
building’s wall.

When Janitor Giidea: nged the jubilee 
decorations fof the City Hall he draped the 
Washington street .cornice. outside the 
Mayor’s private office four eighteen 
foot fidgs, with a twenty-five’ foot flag 
in, the middle. “Yesterday morning when 
Gildea went tO take down the decora- 
tions this. fag.was missing. Had it been 
taken .from below it’: must have been torn 
from its fastenings, and this was not the 


case. It was impossible for any one to have 


taken the flag out through the Mayor’s office 
and down thé corridorg during the day, and 
the only theory the detectives could form 
was that it was done at night and by some 


‘one who-had access to the Mayor’s private 


office. It is impossible to get into this office 
at night.except by a private door at the ex- 
treme end of the corridor, and the only per- 
sons who have keys to this are the members 
of thé Mayor’s cabinet. ‘

TRIES TO END HER LIFE. 


NORA DEGENDORF QUARRELS WITH 
C. ADLER AND TAKES POISON. 


Swallows a Dose of Carbolic Acid in 
the Unity, Hatiding After an Inter- 
view with the Young Man, in the 
Presenee of Her Mother and Broth- 
er—Girl Is at Point of Death at the 
County Hospital and the Man Has 

Disappeared. 


The ties which linked the lives of Nora 
Degendorf and Charles Adler and caused the 
young woman to swallow the‘contents of a 
bottle of carbolic acid yesterday afternoon, 
after quarreling with the man on the severth 
floor of the Unity Building, are as a closed 
book to the niembers of the young woman's 
family. 

‘Gathered last night at the County Hospital, 
where the young woman lay at the point of 
death, Nora Degendorf’s brothers, sisters, 
and mother -declared they knew nothing 
whatever of the relations between the two. 
One of the brothers said he did not even 
Akenow Adler. .The latter has disappeared. 

Nora Degendorf, who is 22 years old, lived 
with her widowed mother, her brothers, and 
‘a sister at 182 Fremont street. 
mother and brother she went early in the 
afternoon to the Unity Building, 79 Dearborn 
street, where her sister is employed as a 
stenographer, and by appointment met 
Adler. 

From what the police have been able to 
learn it is believed the members of the Deg- 
endorf family sought to bring about a settle- 
ment of some trouble between the girl and 
Adler. 

Adler and the yourg woman talked in low 

tones for some time and finally began quar- 
reling. Of the nature of the dispute the 
girl's mother and brother refuse to speak. 
. Apparently Nora Degendorf anticipated 
disappointment and had prepared to end 
her life, for she suddenly drew from her 
pocket a sinail phial, cried ** Good-by,” and 
swallowed the burning fluid. Her mother 
and brother tried to snatch the poison from 
her, but too late, and she fell to. the floor 
unconscious, ‘the acid spilling over her fag¢e 
and her mother’s hands. 

In the excitement that followed Adler hur- 
riedly left the building. Up to a late hour 
last night the police had been unable to 
find him. 

The attempt at suicide took place in the 


office, but was witnessed by none of its oc- 
cupants. Just before swallowing the drug 
the girl opened the office door and stepped 
inside. Attorney Cooling said later he never 
Saw the Degendorfs before and knew noth- 
ing of their trouble. 

Charles Adler is an employé of the Amer- 
ican News Clipping company, which has its 
offices in the same suite with Attorney 
Cooling. 

The girl was taken to the County Hospital, 
attended by her mother. Physicians at the 
hospital said there was only the slightest 
chance for her recevery. 

Nora Degendorf, her *relatives say, had 
always been of a happy disposition, and they 
knew of no sorrow that weighed on her 
mind. She is unusually attractive in ap- 
pearance,

HAT threatened war cloud which has 

hovered over Europe for years may 

burst at last. War between France 

and Great Britain seems hardly io be 
averted. Great Britain is firm, and her 
statesmen evidently expect that France 
‘ will withdraw Marchand from Fashoda, On 
. the other hard, Brisson, the French Premier,, 
is as firm as Salisbury, and has behind nim 
ali of young France, who are burning witha 
desire for military glory and a repetition of 
the victories that made France the master of 
gimost all the world under Napoleon. Cable 
reports from Toulon and Marseilles say that 
all is activity at. these ports, and armored 
* eruisers are being fitted for active service. 
These are not peaceful signs. Francé may 
back down, but there is nothing in the situa- 
, tion at present that makes such action on 
* ner part at all likely. 
’ Pashoda is the cause of the dispute. No 
sooner had the news come to Bngland of the 
fall of Khartum than it was also learned 
that Captain Marchand, one of the bravest 
and most successful of African explorers, 
was at Fashoda. Genera! Kitchener went 
there in haste and politely requested him to 
withdraw. ‘“J'y suis; j'y reste,’’ replied 
Marchand, ir the words of one of the most 
famous French Generals. And although he 
had only twenty Frenchmen and 300 natives 
against an enormous British and Egyptian 
army he refused to budge without orders 
from Paris. Those orders have not yet come, 
although it is nearby two months since S2lis- 
bury asked for them. Marchand 1s still at 
Fashoda. ‘As the Freneh comic paper Le 
Rire puts it: ‘‘ Marchand ne marchera 
pas.” And that is the situation today. 


African politics has been a fruitful source 
of discord between the European powers. 
There is not a big nation in Europe that has 
not dreams of a colonial emptre in <he’conti- 
pent inhabited by the blacks. How this rar- 
tition has been going on is anoldstory. But 
the rapidity with which it has proceeded is 
not so well known. In 1884 Great Britain 
‘owned 300,000 square miles of African terri- 
tery. Today it has 2,572,900 square miles. 
In 1884 France had 600,000 square miles, and 
now has 2.009,630 square miles.

France claimsthatas 
the Egyptian government was driven out of 
the Soudan by force of arms, that territory 
becomes the right of any nation the first to 
occupy it, all previous sovereignty being at 
anend. England, for Egypt, replies that al- 
thotigh the Egyptian forces were driven out 
by a revolt, Egypt has never abandoned her 
rights*there, but has ceaseless!y prepared 
herse!f for the re@éstablishment of her au- 
thority. That the whole Soudan was ad- 
ministered by Egypt is beyond question. 
When Gordon was Governor General his 
steamers went up and down to Fashoda, | 
and he himself once went to Bahr-el-Ghazal 
and declared that if he could have a free 
hand he would guarantee to pay all ofthe 
expenses of the Soudan. On her own behalf 
England adds that as Egypt evacuated the 
Soudan on British advice, Great Britain is 
in honor bound to see that she returns to it. 
Moreover, the southern provinces are the 
richest in men and products. The Bahr-el- 
Ghazal is perhaps the finest recruiting 
ground in Africa, and Sennaar is ‘ the gran- 
ary of the Soudan.’ Therefore the Soudan 
cannot be successfully administered without 
them. Finally, as the life of Egypt down 
to the sea depends upon the Nile and its 


periodical rise, it would be fatal to Egypt . 


for any foreign and hostile power to be 
seated on the Upper Nile, where»modern 
engineering skill could draw off its waters 
for irrigating purposes and thus instantly 
ruin whole @istricts of lower Egypt.”’

British arguments, such as Mr. Norman's, 
only prove to France the wisdom of taking 
and holding the Upper Nile. France real- 
ized its value before Engiand did. As long 
ago as 1895 French efforts to checkmate 
England's advance were begun. Then two 
expeditions under Marchand and Liotard

“The first part of the journey was suc- 
cessful, since the Marchand expediiion 
reached Fashoda. But the main object of 
the expedition was stated in England to 
have been to reach Khartum before the 
British. Marchand had not a large army. 
He was to have won the Mahdi by pacific 
measures; for which duty he was wel) fitted 
by reason. of his long African experience in 
dealing with the natives. The expedition 
under the Marquis de Bonchamps, to which 
reference is made in the translation from 
the Revue Hebdomaire, succeeded some 
time ago in reaching the Abyssinian, fron- 
tier of the Soudan. Bonchamps will un- 
doubtedly reach Fashoda before many days. 
His arrival may be reported at any moment. 
If he does, and Fashoda and the country 
round about can be held, then France will 
have its path from east to west with the 
aid of the friendly Menelik of Abyssinia.

On Dec. 10, 1897, Lord Salisbury wrate to 
Hanotaux, then the French Foreign Minis- 
ter, that, while Great Britain would not in- 
terpose concerning the French claim of ter- 
ritory on the north and east shores of Lake 
Tchad, the British government would not 
permit encroachment on the Nile Valley. 
Since the developments at Khartum and 
Fashoda Salisbury has made a speech de- 
claring the English position, and practically 
made an appeal to the people of Great Brit- 
ain for support.

the precipitation of a war by a Ministry as 
the best means of retaining power. A war 
diverts attention from interna! affairs, and 
France needs such diversion. : 

British statesmen, and the people, too, 
are confident that France would not risk 
war. It is true that the Alsace-Lorraine 
affair complicates matters. Hatred of Ger- 
many is the dominating passion of the 
French, and it was this that led to a prompt 
repudiation by France of the Czar’s pro- 
posal for a*universal disarmament. If 
France thought that Germany would take 
a hand in the matter the impetuosity of the 
young Frenchmen might be restrained. But, 
while France may want to fight Germany, 
there is nothing to show that Germany 
wants to fight France. Yet there is no tell- 
ing what the young German Emperor is 
liable to do. 

As for the French being afraid of thé Eng- 
lish, those who believe that have an absolute 
lack of knowledge of French character. 
That Englishmen have that ignorance is, of 
course, well knowm Few Englishmen are 
able to appreciate the French. Vanity is 
a French trait of universal knowledge, and 
the French are confident that they can whip 
anybody. There have been frequent con- 
flicts between the English and the French, 
and any one who has studied history should 
know that these have not been always fa- 
vorable to the British. It. is eighty-three 
years since the two nations have been at 
war, and this marks the longest period of 
time since the eleventh century that has 
elapsed without war except when one na- 
tion was é¢xhausted. Englishmen have not 
always won these wars. Marlborough and 
Wellington were successful, but there have 
been a good many defeated British Generals. 
In the thirteenth century the King of Eng- 
land was master of a greater part of the 
territory now known as France than was 
the King of France. Until 1801 the Kings of 
Great Britain also claimed to be Kings of 
France. The.French slowly won all of this 
territory, although it lost Canada and New- 
foundland. England has produced a Well- 
ington, but France produced a Napoleon. 
Wellington had all Europe at his back. Na- 
poleon had oniy the French, and Wellington 
did not have such an easy time of it. . 

The two nations are not unevenly matched. 
France has the stronger army; England has 
the stronger navy. ‘‘ The army of France 
is today among the most magnificent the 
world has ever known,” said Black and 
White, the English weekly, only a month 
ago. And again the same paper said: “ The 
nation that underrates her in time of war 
will as certainly rue it, for whenever her 
strength has had occasion to go forth noth- 
ing appeared that might tend to show her 
a shadow weaker than her fellow-powers.” 
These observations were not made apropos 


of - the possibility of war between the two 
nations.

gives estimates of the wealth of the nations 
for 1895. He puts‘the wealth of Great Brit- 
ain at $59,030,000,000 and that of France at

In all of his statistical comparisons Mulhall 
makes much of what he calls energy—which 
means the horse, steam, and man power of 
nations. In this Great Britain leads with 
61,410,000,000 of foot tons daily, against 32,-

An important point in a war between the 
two countries would be the question of food 
supply. In this France is at a great ad- 
vantage. Great Britain produces $1,215,000, 
000 worth of food a year and consumés 
$1,905,000,000. France produces $1,590,000,-

The question of food 
supply in England would be important im 
time of war.

These discussions are problematical, Yet 
even in the tables Great Britain is shown to 
be better prepared for war, and no Amet- 
ican can doubt that ultimately Great Brit. 
ain would win. The friendly neutrality of 
Great Britain during our war with Spain 
might be followed by some such policy on 
our part, while France's 
would prevent sympathy with her. Yet it 
is certain that the fear of war would not in- 
fluence France much except as it might give 
Germany a chance, And if there were war 
it would be long and bloody, and it might be 
years before the issue were decided. France 
and England fought one war that lasted 
more than one hundred years.

It is upon Archduchess Gisela, wife of 
Prince Leopold of Bavaria and eldest daugh- 
ter of tne late Empress of Austria, that the 
nas resojved to confer the Goiden Rose 
this year, there being, of course, no truth 
in the absurd statement recently published 


) Queen of Holland, who is debarred trom be- 
coming the recipient of any such gift from 
the Vatican by the fact that she is a Protest- 
ant 

‘tne Golden Rose is the greatest distinction 
which the Holy #ather has in his power to 
confer upon members of my sex. But its 
recipients are strictly limited to Kmpresses, 
Queens, and royal Princesses belonging to 
tne moman Catholic Church. 

It has never been accorded to any mere 
noblewoman or non-royal Princess, and 
there is no truth whatsoever in the story 
which 1 have frequently seen in print to the 
effect that the Holy bather haa presented 
the Golden Hose tu Miss Gwendolyn Cald- 
well, now the Marquise de  Merinvilie- 
Moustiers, in recognition ef her endowment 
of the Catholic University at Washington. 
All that the Marquise got from’the Holy 
Father was a large goid medal specially 
struck in her honor. 

The Pope's choice of.the Archduchess 
Gisela as the recipient of the Golden Rose 


due to his deep sympathy for the house of 
Hapsburg in the overwhelming sorrow that 
has lately befallen it. 

Princess Gisela is far from being a hand- 
some woman. in fact, in her face all the 
peculiar and characteristic features of the 
Hapsburg family are accentuated to the 
extent of downright homeliness. But the 
latter is of a kindly and pleasing order, and 
there are few reyal or imperial Princesses 
more simple, unaffected, kindly, and deserv- 
edly popular than this eldest daughter of 
Austria's Emperor. 


The Golden Rose is made of pure gold, and 
possesses an intrinsic value of about $10,000. 
The center blossom, in the middle of which 


the rose balsam, is surrounded with smaller 
rosebuds and leaves. The entire rose stands 
in a goiden pot, On the side of which are the 
Pope's arms and an inscription. The rose 
is blessed each year by the Holy Father, 
usually on Whit Sunday, but is not forward- 
ed to its destination, nor, indeed, is any 
ae of the latter made, until some time 
ter. 


Two members of the court of the Vatican— 


namely: a prelate and an officer of tne noble 
guards—precisely as in the case of the dis- 
patch of the scarlet beretta to a newly creat- 
ed foreign Cardinal, are then chosen to con- 
vey the rose to the royal lady to whom it has 
been awarded. It is she who defrays all 
their traveling expenses, to the tune of $3,000 
apiece. They are conceded all the honors 
due to full-fledged Ambassadors, and on 
their arrival at their destination they are 
conveyed in a couple of court carriages gar- 
landed with white roses, natural or artificial, 
to the royal palace, in the courtyard of 
ve the troops present arms and the drums 

The ceremony of the presentation of tHe 
rose usuaily takes place a day or two later 
with much ecclesiastical pomp and cere- 
mony in the palace chapel. Throughout the 
earlier portion of pontifical mass the rose 


Missa Est’ has been chanted the Ablegate 
reads the Pope’s letter, while the noble 
guard hands the rose to the officiating 
nuncio or Cardinal. 

The latter thereupon places the rose next 
to the heart of the royal lady, kneeling be- 
fore him at the altar steps, exclaiming: 
““Eece rosa mystica, donum Sanctissimi 
Patris,” to which the royal lady replies 
*‘ Deo Gratias."”". The clergy and choir then 
chant a Te Deum, and after the benediction 
the sovereign usually confers orders and 
decorations upon the Papal envoys. 

Such is the ceremony that is destined to 
take place within the next two or three 
weeks at Munich. 

As with almost everything else nowaday 
in Europe there is, so to speak, an Amef- 
ican end in the affair owing to the fact that 
the officer of the noble guard invariably 
selected to convey the Golden Rose to royal 
ladies is married to an American girl. He 
bears the name of Count Edward Soderini 
and enjoys the well-deserved reputation of 
being without exception the most attractive- 
ly ugly dignitary of the court of the Vati- 
can. His wife is a daughter of J. Stokes 
of Philadelphia. 


It has been noted that whenever the 
4 young Khedive visits Constantinople he in- 
variably takes up his residence at the rela- 
tively simple villa owned by the Egyptian 
reigning family at Bebek, a village situated 
on the European shores of the’ Bosporous, 
and seems to avoid the magnificent palace of

For 
within ite walls Prince Halim of Egypt, the 
cleverest and most progressive member of 
the family of the great Mehemet Ali, met

There, too, the present Khedive’s grand- 
father, old ex-Khedive Ismail, was done 
to death after being detained in gilded cap- 
tivity for a number of years. 

No one ever quite understood why so wide- 
awake and foxy a man as Ismail should 
have responded to the Sultan's invitation 
to visit him at Constantinople, and it is on 
record that all Ismail’s European friends 
warned him against proceeding to Constan- 
tinople. He persisted in going, and from 
the day of his arrival there until his odd 
death a number of years later he-remained 
immured in this Palace of Emirghian, no 
one being permitted to visit him, while mili- 
' tary patrols on land and naval patrols along 
the shore kept a sharp watch to prevent any 
loitering in the neighborhood of the palace. 

Both Halim and Ismail were known to pos- 
sess immense wealth, which, as in the case 
of so many Orientals, they kept with them, 
retaining the characteristic Oriental dis- 
trust of banking institutions. This money 
should have eéne by right to the widows and 
children of Halim and of Ismail, and like- 
wise to the present Khedive as the head of 
. the Khediveal family. But not a cent has the 
Sultan consented to disgorge since the mo- 
ment that he took possession of the entire 
effects of the two Egyptian Princes on the 
pretext that he was the principal trustee 
and guardian of such highly born subjects.

Well Received Everywhere. 

During the month of August the Countess 
devoted her time to the towns and villages 
alo the St. Lawrence River.

Both there and at Cleveland the 
Countess was well received, and good-sized 
audiences attehded her meetings. 

The Countess von Schimmelmann is rich 
and, by many, regarded as eccentric. About 
four years ago in Copenhagen her brothers, 
who were not pleased withthe lavish way 
she spent her money in charity, had her 
put under observation, and Professor Pon- 
toppidan, the head of the medical jesenh 
ment of thé University of Copenhagen anda 
famous specialist was calied upon to make an 
examination of her sanity. He pronounced 
the Countess of unsound mind, and she was 
placed under restraint for several months. 
In the meantime the Countess made astrong 
plea to the people that she was perfectly 
sane and that her incarceration was for the 
purpose of controlling her fortune. Public 
sympathy was soon enlisted in her behalf 
and royalty even came to the rescue, with 
the result that the Countess was given 
her liberty, and the professor resigned his 
position. It was a great victory for the 
Countess. 

The founder of the Schimme!]mann family 
in Denmark was a German merchant, who 
became immensely rich over 200 years ago. 
One of the Kings of Denmark made him

Among the Schimmelmann possessions in 
Germany and Denmark are vast forest 
preserves.

The Countess had a stern teacher in the 
Empress, who expressed a strong dislike 
for simpering, flirting women, and she 
equally detested the new “ organized” 
woman. The Empress often sent her favor- 
ite lady-in-waiting to advise this or that 
lady of the court not to again appear in her 
royal presence in bodices cut so low, or to 
caution Mme. Bic or Bock not to laugh or 

speak so loudly in the royal hearing. 

' When the old Empress died she left a large 
fortune to the Countess, who was already 
wealthy beyond measure. It was then that 
the philanthropic spirit of the Countess 
turned from the pleasures and gayeties of 
the court to the slums and lower levels of 
society. She went among the poor, founded 
homes, and took care of the sick, cripples, 
and orphans. In Germany it is considered 
a breach of etiquette to work in the slums, 
and it was then that her relatives sought 
to put her under restraint. 

On once securing hér release the Countess 
again took up her philanthropic work, 
bought a yacht, and devoted her time to the 
simple fisherfolk along the Danish and 
German coasts. She helped them by fitting 
up homes, arranging that by her bounty 
they might buy cheap and nourishing food, 
providing clubs for their recreation, teach- 
ing them to be sober, peaceful, contented, 
and pious. To gain their confidence she 
even shared their privations, and in al! her 
work lives in the simplest possible manner. 

The Countess has a pet philogophnical quo- 
tation handed down from Empress Augusta, 
whose personal allusions were not always 
taken kindly by Prince Bismarck, he be- 
lieving that womanh should keep out of 
politics. It is: ‘* Be@ause men are strong 
they are apt to be sOmewhat harsh, and I 
think it is woman’s part to soften their 
harshness and to neutralize their severity, 
Wherever I see men at work I feel con- 
strained to supplement their action by modi- 
fying the effect of their policy.”

Another grace-producing practice much 
follewed by Chicago women at present, the 
basic idea underlying it having originated in 
the clever brain of a Chicago woman teacher 
of eiocution, oratory, and kindred subjects, 
is known as “ crack walking.’’

_ MEMOIRS OF 


EW YORK, Oct. 19.—Here indeed is a 
treat forany one who loves memoirs, 
and I confess I know of no more de- 
lightful reading. The book in ques- 
tion is the ‘‘ Memoirs of the Life and 

< rresponéence of Henry Reeve, C. B., 
p. Cc. L.,” by John Knox Laughton, and the 
two big volumes will be published by Long- 
mans, Green & Co. Oct. 27. Who Is Henry 
Reeve that his memoirs should make such 
delightful reading? you ask. And nib won- 
der, for though Henry Reeve knew many 
men he was but little known to the public at 
large. But when I tell you that he was the 
jeader writer of the London Times and the 
editor of the Edinburg Review you will real- 
jze that he was a man of more than ordinary 
{mportance. By way of literary work he 
translated De Tocqueville's ‘‘ Democracy 
jn America” into English, and he was the 
editor of Charlies Greville’s famous journals, 
the latter an honor he appreciated “ more 
than any distinction that Queens or Duch- 
esses could bestow upon me.” 


was a doctor and his mother was connected 
with the Martineau family. It was to his 
mother that he owed everything, his father 
. dying when he was so young that he had no 
recollection of him. She gave him a liberal 
» gducation, but this did not include a univer- 
gity training. He lived a good deal on the 
continent when he was.a young man, and 
there he studied and attended lectures... 
Thackeray was one of his closest friends 
4n Paris. Of him hewrites to his mother: - 
“Thackeray is flourishing, and after the 
opera we took tea and had a long talk of the 
doings of French artists. He complains of 
the impurity of their ideas and of the jargon 
of a corrupt life, which they so unwisely ad- 
mit into their painting-rooms. Thackeray's 
drawing—if I may judge by his notebook—ts 
as pure and accurate as any I have seen. 
He is a man whom I would willingly set to 
copy a picture of Raphael's—as far, at least, 
as the drawing goes; but he does not seem 
likely to get into a system of massive color- 
ing, if I may judge by what he said.” 


Appreciation of Thackeray.

‘writes to his mother: ~

I have seen a good deal of Thackeray this 
last week. That excellent and facetious 
being is at the present moment editing an 
English ay here, in opposition to Galig- 
nani’s. what is more ominous, he has 
falien in love, and talks of being married in 
less than twenty years. What is there so 
affecting as matrimony! I dined yesterday 
‘with*his objects who is a nice, simple, girl- 

ish girl—a niece of that old Colonel Shawe 
whom one. always meets at the Sterlings’.”’ 

Mr. Laughton, who edits these memoirs, 
geems to think that Reeve is wrong about 
Thackeray editing an Engtish paper in 
Paris, but as he was on the spot he ought 
to be an authority. | 

In January, 1885, Reeve met Balzac, and 
this is what he says of that great writer 
singular man: 

i “The most remarkable visit I have recent- 
ly made was to M. de Balzac, and I am in- 
deed embarrassed by the attempt to give 
you the faintest idea of this extraordinary 
man. Such aeingular contrast of profound 
philosophy—more of intuition than of an- 
alysis—combined with the variety and prod- 

4gality of an Bastern story-teller, expressed 
in a copious and brilliant language, fre- 
quently degenerating into the violence or 
rising into the ostentation of positive in- 
sanity, I have never met with. Balzac was 

ed in an elegant apartment, situated 
atthe extremit? of this side of Paris, which 
he took because from some whim or strange 
featon the house is called ‘La Fabrique de 
YAteolu.’ To this fabrique we found our 
way, and atethe end ofa long low room, as* 
it were between a study and a boudoir, we 
found the magician himself, surrounded by 
proofs and manuscripts, which he was cor- 
pecting and composing with a rapidity that 
sets ali the printers of Paris at naught. He 
talked chiefly of himself, with the most 
boisterous and fantastical self-acclamation, 
for it was more than approbation; above all, 
he drew out’the lines and castrametation of 
his great work before us, to which all that 
he hag at present written belongs, and which 
will céntain the circumstances of human 
life in all thefr Variety, the motives and prin- . 
ciples of human action in their irrevocable 
tendencies, and, thirdly, the causes of ac- 
tivity, and of thinking, and willing, in their 
rmanent unity—a work which will reach at 
tto forty enormous volumes, and will in 
all probability remain incomplete from the 
death or madness of its atithor—the builder ‘ 
ofa Babel which he Mmtendsto be a mark to 
all mations, and to overshadow the earth.” 
Another novelist whom Reeve met at this 
time was Sir Walter Scott, who was in Ven- 
ice, “ paralyzed and a mere wreck.”

Of Macaulay’sHistory he writes in 1856: 
“ The great talk of the day is Macaulay's 
Vols. III. and IV. of his History, which has 
upon the whole, disappointed people. Ex- 
pectation had been raised too high; 25,000 
copfes were sold the first day, weighing 
sixty-one tons, and all the world set to 
work to read the book. But it wearies by 
the sustained effort of the style; and, having 
looked into some of the authorfties, I am 
astonished at its inaccuracies. There is a 
capital article in the Times of today on the 
book by 8S. Lucas. The blunder about 
Schomberg was discovered by myself on a 
hint from Panizzi. I wrote to Macaulay on 
it, and he admitted it to be ‘a blemish.” Sir 


J. Stephens said to me that it was ‘ the most 


valuable and inimitable of books '; but, witb 
all its brilliancy, there is a want of temper, 
of truth, and of taste about it which makes - 
me feel I had rather not have written it.”’ 

Here is an interesting account of a break-

Breakfast with the Historian. 


*“‘Jan. 23 (1858).—Breakfasted with Lord 
Macaulay at his own house, Holly Lodge, 
Campden Hill. Nobody there but the Tre- 
velyans and Frederic, commonly called 
Poodle, Byng. . . . Poodle Byng aston- 
ished us by declaring that he hac& been pres- 
ent at the marriage of George IV. and Caro- 
line in the capacity of page to the Prince, 
and that he perfectly remembered every de- 
tail of that luckless ceremony. The Prince 
kept the whole cortége waiting for more 
than an hour while he was conversing with a 
party of men at Cariton House, and when at 
last he made his appearance his high color 
and talk showed he was extremely drunk;

is impossible not to’ admire the genius 
of the actress who can in one week enter 
into three such characters as Cleopatra, 
Mary Stuart, and Lady Macbeth. So far as 
the two Shakspearean heroines go, and in the 
case of the luckless Queen of Scots also, 
there is this to be said for the presentation 
of such people upon the stage: They are 
at best characters; they are drawn in strong, 


4 bold lines in the main, even if various play- 


ers differ about details; they abound in 
human passions, human strength, and hu- 
man weakness; they give splendid oppor- 
tunities to the actress for the display of her 
art. But, try as we will, it is hard to feel 


as great an interest in them as we do in less _ 


cleverly drawn characters out of a play that 
wprings the present rather than tne past De- 
fore us. Doubtless the actress would rather 
play such parts than their more common- 
place modern counterparts. There is a 
broad and majestic sweep about the classic 
drama which must be vastly inspiring to 
the player. There is hardly an organist liv- 
ing who does not revel in Bach's fugues, yet 
the audience is probably as indifferent to 


“the fugue as it is to the Shakspearean 


heroine. 

Still, if Shakspeare must be put upon the 
stage, there must be no half measures. Two 
things particularly should be attended to. 
In choosing a company only those should be 
taken who can sing or at least have some 
idea of music: Once at rehearsal Mr. Mans- 
field, in one of his best rehearsal moods, told 
the young men of his company he had no 
further use for their services because they 
could not sing. .The ,Breat Mr. Garrick, he 
gaid, could sing, the *great Mr. Booth could 
ging, Richard Mansfield could sing; every 
actor in fact ought to be able to sing. 

On due consideration it will be found that 
Mr. Mansfield was not far from the mark. 


¢ to play G@hakspeare satisfactorily, not only 


is a musical voice necessary, but a sense of 
musical cadence and rhythm. No one, for 
instance, who has not music in his soul can 

lay the balcony seene in “ Romeo and 

ullet that is. pure music from beginning 
to end. " But in every play of the same pe- 
riod, the same musical sense is necessary. 
After-alb, Shakspeare wrote in verse, and 
that is precisely what ha'f our actors seem to 
forget. At the present time we read little 
poetry outside of Rudyard Kipling and a few 
other modern rhymesters an™ we are in great 
danger of losing altogether the tone values 
of good verse. To try to converse in fam- 
bics without a sense of their values is not 
only futile; it is degrading to the intelli- 
gence. And yet nearly all the men and 
‘women on the stage find nothing better to do 
than go to one extreme by shouting or the 
other extreme by assuming a colloquial afr. 
Sn either case the entire beauty of blank 
verse is gone. 

Another ‘import@nt point is the training of 
the crowd. In nearly ali the plays of Shaks- 
peare the mob, unfortunately, has a promi- 

nett part. The time-honored habit has been 
to go out into the street an@ hire any col- 
- fection of supers to wear ancient uniform 
and. shout at the beat of the baton. This 
Was surely not Shakspeare’ sintention. He 
meant every one of the crowd to bean actor 


and he wrote parts for a great number of 


them. Of course, this: makes the task of a 
manager a hard-one, yet it has been accom- 
plished, and accomplished with so much 
@uccess that the playing of the mob has 


actually savedia from ruin, 


Mr. Wéscbobee Tree is the actor who first, 
it seems, ‘saw the real importance of the 
stage crowd. His production of “ Julius 
Cesar’ at his new house in London, only a 
few months ago, if not a great financial suc- 
cese, was at least one of the great dramatic 
achievements of the year in London; and 


all Because he had a mob composed of act- 


ors.* He himself was as bad an Antony as 
ever had been seem His famous appeal to 
the Romans on behalf of dead Cesar has 
been: Hkened to the address of a broken- 


winded auctioneer. Only Mr. Waller's Bru- . 


tus made the work of the principal charac- 
ters worthy of a historic production. But 
the .mob acted magnificently. People used 
to go time and again last summer to Her 
Majesty's Theater simply to see that mob. 
Every’ individual in it was trained to act. 
Instead of talking automatically to the or- 
chestra, he talked to his neighbor or shout- 
ed some remark across the forum to some 
acauaintance in the distance. He was, in 
fact, a ‘citizen of Rome for the time being, 
and ‘not merely a super in an absurd stage 
makeup. Ofcourse, all this training meant 
an immense amount of work on the part of 


the stage manager; it also meant expense. , 


Still the result achieved was such that for 
ali. future time the precedént has been set. 
Wever again must a historic drama be played 
with supers on the stage. The crowd must 
act. 

The importance of this lesson was never 
more thoroughly emphasized than in the 
production of “ Antony and Cleopatra ’’ at 
the Grand last week. It is well enough to 
aesert that the lover of art should be above 
the little absurdities which will crop up upon 
the stage, but there is no reason why such 
@n assertion should hold ground for a 
minute. In the other domains of art such 
Imperfections are not countenamced. No 
painter would command a public who could 
mot draw the subsidiary figures in a land- 
scape. No musical performance is ac- 
cepted where the chorus sings hopelessly 
Out’ of ‘tune.. Yet.the Mine of soldiers who 
cringe along the back of the scene behind 
their shields and invariably knock over the 
Scenery when they leave the stage is just 
@s.great a blot upon the stage-picture pre- 
sented in Antony and Cleopatra ”’; nor can 
aity normal sense of the ridiculous fail to be 
@roused when Octavius.calis these knock- 
kfieed warriors his heroes. 

That is one reason, at least, why the 
S@verage production of a Sh play 
is mothing more nor less than an ineult to 
the intelligence.

The melancholy news was given out last 
week that the Italian Opera company which 
had just begun work at the Casino Theater 
in New York: had suspended business. A 
certain Mr. Blair of Cincinnatl, so it is 
reported, had backed theenterprise, anédafter 
a single week’s work on the part of the com- 
pany he declared he had lost money enough 
‘and was not prepared to go any farthe ng 
The curious circumstance attending 
closing was the fact that the salaries of 
the singers were already two weeks in ar- 
rears, although the organization had only | 
been before the public for six nights. Mr. 
Blair must. be an able backer if he throws 
up the sponge before the battle Is fairly be- 
gun; at least, he might have given his pro- 
tégés a chance. Apparently he got tired 
of the undertaking before the rehearsals 
were finished. 

This temporary reverse is disappointing for 


the Metropolitan Opera company was hay- 
ing a hard time to make both ends meet at 
the Auditorium in Chicago, constant de- 
mands were being made for opera at cheap- 
er prices, for more popular music, for a 
smaller house, and a hundred other things 
of the same nature. If some one would only 
come forward and fulfill these suggestions, 
it was argued, the masses might take an 
interest in opera. Six months later the ex- 
periment was actually tried. An Italian 
opera came to the Columbia, charged or- 
dinary theater prices, gave the most tune- 
ful operas, and the house was empty. Then 
it was urged with perfect truth that the 
orchestra and chorus were both exceedingly 
bad, although the principals were beyond re- 
proach. . 

Here then was surely an opportunity for 
some one. What is the use of our great 
theatrical managers, of the men who are 
attempting to. corner the market in the- 
atrical wares, if they cannot do something 
with such material and su a demand? 
There can be no doubt about the opportunity. 
It ‘is not too much to say that, granted a 
fairly good orchestra and a slightly im- 
proved chorus, such as Mr. Lederer might 
surely help to supply, the’ Italiam company 
which appeared here last season could give 
better performances of modern Italian opera 
than: could ever be presented at the Au- 
ditorium. Such pieces as‘ Pagliacci,”’ Puc- 
cinf’s “‘La Vie de Bohéme,” “‘ Marton Les- 
caut,’’.and many others are far better adapt- 
ed to a small house, where the acting can be 
appreciated, than to thé vast Auditorium, 
which is fitted for heroic opera on the one 
hand, or the older Italian works on the 
other. . The material was surely at hand. 
There is not another light operatic tenor in 
America who can compare with Sig. Agos- 
tini. The rest of the principals are almost as 
efficient, they are all more or less young 
and presentable, and they can all act. To 
add to these advantages a good orchestra 
fitted to the capacity. of an ordinary theater 
and capable of playing Puccini's music, was 
surely no great task for a man with Mr. 
Frohman’s or Mr. Hayman’s resources. 

The failure at the Casino proves one of 
two things. Granted even that the choice of 
house was unfortunate, it is plain that either 
the backers of the Italian company did not 
supply a competent orchestra and adequate 
accoutrements, or that the public cares noth- 
ing for really good opera at popular prices. 
The latter is p bly the truth. It fs just 
possible’ to maintain the most expensive or- 
ganizations in this country, such as the Bos- 
ton and Chicago Orchestras and the Metro- 
politan Opera company, although even these 
are not upon a paying basis. It is quite im- 
possible to make the public care for any- 
thing which lies between. these great organi- 
gations and those which cater to the more 
vulgar taste. 

_ It is useles@to argue that the music given 
by the intermediate companies is of an in- 
ferior order. It must be remembered that 
und Gretel suffered the same fate 

“La Vie de Bohéme "’ when it was given: 
wi a few years ago in an ordinary theater 
by Sir Augustus Harris’ company. “ Faust,” 
**Carmen,” and “The Huguenots” drew 
large audiences to the Auditorium, yet 
Humperdinck, Leoncavallo, and Puccini write 
just as good music—and better too, perhaps 
—as Gounod, Bizet, and Meyerbeer ever 
dreamed of. If it were only possible to con- 
vince the public that these modern com- 
do write good music, and that Sig. 
Agostiniisagreatsinger, andthatthe rest of 
the Ptalian company are great artists, possi- 
bly they might draw audiences. Unfor- 
tunately it is almost too late. The company 
came here from the wrong direction—by way 
of San Francisco. If it would go back and 
make a'name in London or Paris doubtless 
there would be a different tale to tell in New 
York. And all the time “ Alda’ in English 
is doing fairly well at the American Theater. 
Gould unkind fate be — ironical?

"WOW THE MANDATES ARE MADE 


© ONE can have sojourned for any 
length of time in France or have 
taken the trouble to follow the course 
af events on the banks of the Seine 
without hearing of a certain mys- 
terious power to the behests of which every- 
‘body, high and low, is obliged to bow. It 
bears the odd name of “ Le Protocol,” and 
‘its Gespotism surpasses that of every other 
authority in the land. Cabinet Ministers, 
as well as grand dignitaries of the army, 
of the navy, and of the judicature, are all 
Obliged to comply with its peremptory di- 
"rections, while the life of President Faure, 
‘Hike that of his predecessors in office, is 
rendered a positive burden to him by its 
tyranny. Inasmuch as there are many peo- 
ple, even in France itself, who are in ignor- 
ance of the origin and of the constitution 
of “Le Protocol,’ although aware of its 
existence and of its far-reaching power, it 
- may be as well to offer a few notes of ex- 
planation on the subject, all the more as 
they may serve to disculpate the genial 
President of the French republic of the 
charges of arrogance and pride of office con- 
tained in stories that are now being circu- 
lated in the Parisian and foreign press con- 
cerning him. 
Strictly speaking, “Le Protocol” is a 
branch of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
at Paris. During the reign of Napoleon 
Tif. the Protocol bureau was merely intrust- 
ed with the duties of drawing up the proper 
formula of treaties and with the writing and 
dispatch of letters of congratulation and 
condolence sent by the Emperor to foreign 
courte where a birth, a marriage, or a death 
had taken place. Moreover, the bureau had 
charge of the reports of diplomatic confer- 
ences, congresses, and conventions, as well 
as of the registers in which these reports 
-are copied. 
Everything Is Prescribed. 

Today “ La Protocol’ may be said to have 
usurped the role of a dictator of etiquette and 
of ceremonial, not only with regard to the 
Department of Foreign Affairs, but likewise 
toward the entire French administrative 
world, the Chief Magistrate of the republic 
himéelf included. ‘‘ Le Protocol prescribes 
when the President should wear a frock coat 
and when evening dress, when he should 

= wide and when he should drive, when he 
=. should wear his Grand Cordon of the Legion 
of Honor, and when he should content him- 
self with the mere rosette. It tells him 
when to respond to a salute with a hand- 
shake and when to content himself with an 
inclination of the head, while it regulates the 
mumber of kisses that he is permitted to im- 
press upon the hands of Queens and Em- 
presses and upon the cheeks of reigning 
sovereigns. ‘Le Protocol,”’ moreover,, is 
@areful to instruct those who are permitted 
to approach the President as to how. they » 
should address him and how to behave,and 
* it surrounds him with a wall of etiquette

St. Petersburg. Moreover, it is “ Le Pro- 
tocel *’ which, since the memorable visit of 
President Faure to Russia, has established 
the rule that no one should speak to the 
Chief Magistrate of France without being 
firet of all addressed by the latter—a rule 
that has ca no little bad blood and un- 
Justified ill-will toward M. Faure. 
> What to foreigners is so strange in all this 
is the fact that men such as the President, 
and those of his countrymen who have spent 
theif whole career in the diplomatic service 
of France, and who are in consequence pos- 
pesaed of an infinite amount of knowledge 
of the world and of the manner and etiquette 
of foreign courts, should submit without a 
murmur and without a protest to the heavy 
and ali-restricting yoke of Le Protocol.” 
= am fact, the only two French dignitaries 
whom I have ever known to rebel against 
its decree have been old Marshal MacMahon 
anag on one occasion President Cassimir- 
Perier, when in defiance of its protests he

MAKE NEW HISTORY 


War Brings About Many 


-. Changes in Text Books. - 


EVERYTHING UP TO DATE, | 


How Additions Were Made 
Geographies and Histories. 


QUICK AND EXPENSIVE WORK. 


HE publishers of histories and geogra. 
phies and maps in Chicago and else. 
where had an enormous task before 
them during the last five months 
getting out new editions in time for 

the obening 6f the schools throughout the 


country; editions that had, tn order to be up 


to date, to include the stirring and history- 
making events growing out of the Spanish. 
American war. Every movement of the war 
meant a change both in maps and histories. 
The probabilities of a busy summer were 
anticipated by the publishers as far back as 
the midwinter, and they began to get ready 
for the worst. The strained relations be. 
tween Spain and this country over Cuba 
were growing more taut as the days passed, 
and when the Maine was blown up in Ha- 
vana harbor on the night of Feb. 15 these 
probabilities became certainties. That dis- 
aster, however, required no changes in 
googra and, under the circumstances, 
none were made in the histories. But had 
the destruction of the ship come at the be- 
ginning of the regular schoo! year instead of 
at ite close there would have been a radical 
revision or’ rather addition. As it wag, 
though, nothing was done until the breaking 


out of hostilities. Then there was the great-_ 


est activity among the publishers. The 
plates of all the United States school histo- 
ries were added to, in order to conform to 
the new conditions brought Into the domain 


of history text-books. The expense was not 


excessive im the case of any one history, 
since it involved generally the preparation, 
typesetting, and electrotyping of not more 
than a page or two of matter, and in some 
elementary histories not more than a half 
dozen lines. In the aggregate, however, the 
outlay must ve been large, for there. are 
about 125 United States school ‘histories in 
use, Chicago publishing alone about twenty. 


Changing the Editions. 


War with Spain once begun, and embodied 


in or tacked on to the text books, the plates 
were put on the presses, and the printing 
of the regdlar summer edition was begun. 
This is the ordinary custom of school book 
publishers, who must, of course, be well 
stocked with thousands of new books for 
the beginning of the fall term of school. 
But the course of events was hardly ex- 
pected to run as smoothly as usual during 
the ‘summer, and instead of starting the 
presses for a straightaway rup until the 
close of August, it was generally under- 
stood that yet another edition might need 
to be made. And thiz emergéncy soon arose, 
for when Santiago fell presses were 
stopped and the plates taken off. The ad- 
ditions and corrections then to be made 
were vastly more important than the earlier 
ones. Several pages, in some instances, had 
to be entirely recast. Expediency demand- 
ing an increase in the size of the books, 
there had to be much compression in order 
to embody the new matter. This involved 
great inconver‘ence and a disproportionate 


additiona: expense in paper, press work, etc. .. 


The “ boiling down” process brought into 
work an army of editors. At the end of 
another week the history presses were 
again at work. Meanwhile, thousands. of 
books had been printed and bound, in which 


‘no mention was made of the Spanish sur- 


render. This had:to be incorporated, yet it 
was too late for the last edition. In order 
to obviate the difficulty the publishers 
printed single, and, in some cases, double 
page supplements, which were afterwards 
pasted in, bringing all the summer's 
output so fag up to date. 
Presses Stopped a Second Time. = 
Much delay had been experienced, and the 
presses, when started again, were driven 
harder than before. But this did not last 
long. Spain cried for mercy sooner than the 
publishers expected. Again the presses 
were stopped, and the editors and condens- 
ers again addressed themselves to the task 
of revision and addition. New supplements 
were prepared to substitute those inserted 
a few days previously, and which were de- 
stroyed. Not a few of the publishers be- 
came nervous while the negotiations that re- 
sulted in the protocol were pending, fearing 
the delay would be so as to render it 
impossible to complete the third edition in 
time for the opening of the schools in fall 
term. Some continued printing without re- 
vision from necessity. By this quick work 


on the part of the publishers, tens of thou-- 


sands of pupils found a complete yet suc- 
cinct history of the Spenish war and its re- 
sults; also the annexation of the Hawailan 
Islands in their histories when they began 
their school session... 


It gaeemed necessary that some changes in 


geography should be made when 

fell, but they were slight and related only te 
the maps showing the West Indies. When 
the protocol was signed, however, and Spain 
virtually gave up Cuba and Porto Rico more 
extensive changes were necessary, both in the 
color bianks and the ineertion of lettering 
indicating that these islands were now pos- 
sessiong of the United States. More expense 
was involved in these changes than in the 
history changes, texts as wel! as maps hav- 
ing to be revised in all save the most el- 
mentary books. Besides, the geography

Makes Alterations Easy. 


Mapmaking and changing is less expensive’ 


now than in the "60s or even twenty years 
ago. Then, although all geography maps 
were printed from lithographic stones, they 
had firat to be laboriously engraved on 
copper. This done, a careful “ proof was 
taken and it was transfered to the stone for 
printing, the copperplate being kept from 
which to take new and fresh proofs when 
the lithograph wore out. Ali necessary 
changes from time to time were made in 
the plate, it being out of the question to 
alter a lithograph. The old process of en- 
graving and ifth 
fo by European and lish map publish- 
ers, but the “‘ wax process” is now 

entirely used in the United States. Its 


‘simpler, quicker, and less expensive. 


A smooth plate of metal is coated 
with wax. The lines of the map are 
scratched through the wax, exposing the

TREES WHICH DRAW LIGHTNING 


Select Beeches for Shelter During a 


Thunder Storm and Carefully 
Avoid -Oak. 


Alex. MeAdie has asked the Weather bu- 
reau to investigate the question why some 
kands cf trees are more frequently struck 
by iightning than others. Apart from the 
importance of this subject from other points 
of view, it demands attention primarily as 
a matter of saving human life. "As Mr. Mo- 
Adie shows, many people, particularly farm- 
ers and those who work in the flelds exposed 
to thundeér-storms, will work unt!l the storm 
is almost upon them and then run to the 
nearest tree for shelter. 

If the tree is an oak, and the charged 
thunder clouds are moving toward it with 
high. electric potential, the person or per- 
sons under the tree are in the line of strain 
and all unconsciously are contributing to 
the establishment of a path for the light- 
ning discharge through themselves. On the 
other hand, if the tree selected for’ shelter 
happens to be a beech tree there is some rea- 
son to believe that it will afford safety as 
well as protection, though.the reason why 
is not at present made.ciear. It ia known 
that the oak Is relatively the most frequently 
and the beech the leaat frequently struck. 

Based on the somewhat loose collation of 
figures on the subject heretofore available, 
it is estimated that in the matter of rela- 
‘tive attraction of lightning, if the beech is 
represented by 1, the pine stands at I5; 
trees, collectively, rank about 40 and oaks 
64. The trees struck are not necessarily the 
age or most prominent. Oak trees have 
deen struck twice in the same place on suc- 
Cessive days. Trees have been struck. be~ 
fore rain began and eplit, and. trees have 
been struck during rain and only scorched. 

It fs suggested that the division of forestry 
and the division of vegetable pathology 
shall combine with the Weather bureau in 
an exhaustive investigation of this subject, 
and that those familiar with the forests in 
their respecive neighborhoods will tender 
their experience as to the relative frequency 
of lightning strokes on different kinds of 
trees. But before any statement is made 
as to the danger of standing under cértain 
trees during thunder-storms, the more gezi- 
eral questions of the effect of lightning 
trees will have to be gorieinto. Such ast 
will deserve the codperation of statisticians,

} NDIAN customs among Indians not yet 
tainted with the lower vices of the 
white man’s civilization were studied 
recently by.a bride, whose husband took 
her‘to British Columbia for the honey- 

moon trip. She is Mrs. Harlan I. Smith 
ot Néw York, and the New York Herald 
Publidhes her description of the trip. 

That I was going among’ Indians, writes 
Mrs. Smith, into a country where no whites 
had settled, and from which missionaries 
had been drivén, surprised my friends much 
and they wondered that I dared such an 
undertaking. a t my husband had pre- 
viously visited’ thé region on bysiness, and 
had been so Kindly received by the natives 


that I knew about th@ e&tént of the tard-’ 


Ships, and felt I could safely aceompany 
nar on this, his second trip to the wilds of 

ritish Columpbi the month of June 
at Fort Rupert pl seemed to me the 
Most interesting of all, for the Indians Had 
@ustoms entirely different from those with 
we are familiar. 

The place is called Fort Rupert because the 
udson Bay company once located a fort 
ere, which has long ago been abandoned.

My oan at this place were some- 
what weird. en about 9 o’clock at night 
the stanch iron steamer which brought us 
from Vancouver along the entire eastern 
coast of Vancouver Island ieft its usual 

uree by turning into Beaver harbor we 
ked forward with expectancy to what the 
Garkness held in store for us. How would 
We get ashore? Would the Captain lower a 
Boat, or would the Indians send a canoe out? 
Would we be able to get all our provisions 
under shelter from the rain, which threat- 
ened to pour down at any moment? Could 
we find a dry camping spot and get our tents 
tip in the dark, or would we heve to wait 
until daylight for a comfortable place in 
which to rest? 

‘As -we approached the shore the ship’s 
wiren made the dark forest echo with its eerie 
@hrieks, and we wondered what wild demon 
with its red and green es the Indians 
Would think was coming, had they, like 
their .forefathers .of. a hundred years ago, 
ziever Seen a white. man’s ship. 
-had littie tithe to wonder, however, 
soon three Pridians came alongside in 
Ome of their great sea-going canoes. It 

| carved from a single cedar, yet was 

le to carry twenty warriors over the 

Sixty miles of open sea between this place 
and the land of the Haidas, after whose 
Sanoes it was patterned. The ship’s anchor 
Was dropped, the great chain rattled as it 
drew over the side, and the click of the 
winch told us that our provisions were be- 
ing lowered into the canoe. Soon the In- 
dians paddled away and we wondered if we 
Were ever to see our two months’ pro- 
visions again. 

In a short time, however, they returned for 
us, and we scrambled over the ship’s side, 
Gown a rope ladder, into the great canoe 
that now seemed so small ae it rose and fell 
on the waves beside the greater ship of the 
White man. In a moment the ship’s screw 
Was revolving, ft glided further and further 
@way, and soon even its lights were lost In 
the darkness.

our blankets on the beach, as the men often 
had to do. 


The native houses are made large, some 
of them being 70 feet wide and 120 feet long. 
They consist of a single room that is occu- 
pied by several related families, in a com- 
munal sort of way. They squat around on 
the dirt floor, in the respective corners which 
they have chosen, cooking over an open fire, 
the smoke from which escapes through the 
cracks in the roof. Around the three sides 
of the house is a platform, about four feet 
wide, and raised a short distance from the 
ground. Upon these platforms they sleep, 
sometimes boxing in their beds like the 
berths on a sleeping car. These are most 
important places, for when one of the In- 
dians gets angry.it is to this place he retires 
until recovered. He sometimes takes to his 
bed when feeling sad over the death of a 
friend. 

The walls of the houses are built of plank, 
as is also the roof, but the planks of the lat- 
ter are often hollowed out and laid Iike the 
Swiss tile roof. These planks are split out 
of immense cedar trees by means of a wood- 
en wedge driven witha stone hammer. They 
are afterward smoothed with adzes, ‘the 
blades of which were formerly made of 
stone. Since the coming of the Hudson Bay 
company they have been able to get old 
files and other bits of iron from which to 
make the blades, so that now stone is not 
used. 

In one of the houses I saw piled thousands 
of woolen blankets and several shield shaped 
pieces of copper. I learned that the blankets 
were being collected in order that the owner 
could give a potlatch, which means that he 
would loan them out atinterest. Part of the 
blankets were his property; many having 
been secured by selling his other possessions. 
A large proportion, however, were received 
from others through the potlatch system, 
and not a few of them came from his rela- 
tives and dependents. * Each small single 
blanket is valued at a half dollar of our 
money, and is kept stored away for this one 
purpose, not being used as Other blankets 

The coppers are of no particular value 
from our standpoint, but represent, as near- 
ly as I can explain it, the same thing as do 
our gilt edge promissory notes upon which 
interest has long accrued. When a copper 
is first made it is not of much value and is 
sold for a small number of blankets. When 
it. is sold the second time its value is in- 
opeased, and the owner receives a much 
larger number of blankets. 

$80 it is sold and resold, each purchase 
paying more for it, until at last thousands 
of blankets are given for oné of these cop- 
pers, which to us is worth only a few cents 
for the metal in it. Of course it Is a great 
honor for one of these Indians to be able to 
buy such a copper, and to do it he is will- 
ing to sell all his possessions, scrimp in his 
necessities, and borrow blank of his rela- 
tives and friends that he y gain this 
honor, and accompany the buying with due 
feastings and ceremony. ‘ 


The man who sells the copper comes into 
possession of many blankets, which he usual- 
ly potlatches. To potlach is another great 
honor, and they accumulate blankets ‘in 
every possible way for this purpose. Whena 
big potlatch is to be given thé people gather 
from all the surrounding tribes. They come 
many miles in their fine lafge canoes, always 
singing, and I have often watched them miles 


out at sed paddling to the rhythm of their 


songs, which are truly fascinating. 

After all the expected guests have arrived 
they are assembled in the main place of the 
village, an open space near the water, afound 
which logs are placed to form &@ square. The 
people sit on the ground inside this square, 


‘using the logs as the back of a chair. The 


blankets toe be potlatched are placed in the 
center. Then the speaker of the village, who. 
is always a good orator and well paid for his 
services, takes up his tion beside the 
blankets, and in the name of the owner 
makes long and vigorous speeches. he 
Afterward the blankets are distributed or 
loaned out, usually to be returned at the 
end of a year with 100 per cent interest. So 
that one who borrows ten blankets in one 
year's time gives back twenty. Fora short- 
er time a smaller percentage is charged. A 
young boy, starting out in life, is an excep- 
tion. He will borrow 100 biankets, thus 
incurring a debt of 200 blankets at the end 
of the year. As soon as he. his 100

blankets he potlatches thém to his friends, 
whe return the loan within a few months. 
Now he will have 200 blankets, which he 
immediately reloans, so at the end of the 
year he may collect 400 blankets, leaving 
himself the possessor of 200 blankets after 
paying his original debt. 

The principal amusement at Fort Ru- 
pert when there was so many visiting tribes 
was gambling. They would gamble from 
early morn till late at night, apparently 
undisturbed by the rain, which never ceased. 
Seated as usual in the open square, they 
formed opposite sides, and the stake for 
which they played was heaped in the mid- 
dle. This consisted generally of blankets, 
clothing, etc., but seldom of any money. 

The game, to them at least, appeared fas- 
cinating, for I have often seen them remove 
thejr shoes or hat to add to the heap in the 
center. The game was a simple guess. One 
man shuffied two cylinders of bone, one 
plain, the other marked, from hand to hand, 
the guesser of the opposite side telling in 
which hand the marked one lay, while all 
the time the remainder of the people in the 
game added to the confusion and distracted 
the attention of the guesser by singing, beat- 
ing the drum, and making a sort of music 
by pounding on a board with sticks. Long 
pointed stakes were used as counters, ten 
points making a game. 

The Indians at Fort Rupert were anxious 
to be photographed, which is an unusual 
thing, as the members of most tribes de- 
mand from $5 to $20 for each sitting. But at 
this place they would have been pleased to 
have everything in the village photographed. 
I never passed through the village with my 
camera without some one requesting a pic- 
ture of his baby, his house, totem pole, or 
some other valuable possession. 


When I first came among these Indians I 
was surprised to find them so independent 
and with so much time to waste sitting 
around or lying wrapped in their blankets in 
the public squares. But I soon learned the 
reasons. First, their clothing costs them 
little, as the women weave the blankets, 
mats, baskets, hats, etc., and, second, their 
food practically costs them nothing. 

Every morning when the tide is far down 
the women of the village start out, some 
walking with their baskets on their backs 
some in the small canoes, to gather clams, 
crabs, sea urchins, and mussels, and in a 
ease time have secured more than one day’s 


One incident will suffice to show h 
itive these Indians are, although bacon 
been in ¢ontact with the whites for genera- 
tions. A young boy of a tribe further north 
was accused of being a witch, of making 
people sick, and even of causing death. 
When brought before the chief he was found 
guilty and would probably have been put to 
deaih had not a missionary heard of it in 
time to rescue the boy, whom he brought to 
Vancouver and piaced in a school, 

I found these Indians of the far Northwest 
an interesting, friendly people, and so far 
as my experience goes entirely trustworthy. 
They never disturbed our tent or the blank- 
ets, rifle, or provisions, which are a great 
temptation. They seem contented and 
happy, being entirely satisfied with their 
mode of life, with its dances, feasts, and 
religious ceremonies, which seem so strange 
to us. They are greatly pleased with any 
little attention or kindness shown them 
and, to me at least, seem 

ar nicer people than the Chin element 
which so overruns the cnet,

Under the 

laws of the land the men committed no of- 

fense when they married, and they did not 

steal the agricultural holdings from. which 

they. are to be dispossessed, probably by 
force. 

The victims of eviction are the “ squaw 
men” of the Five Nations of the Indian 
Territory, white men who have married In- 
dian wives. The Dawes Congressional 
commission, which has been sitting at inter- 
vals for about a year, has ordered the 
wholesale dispossession, and the fact of the 
ruling is generally known. The effect, how- 
ever, seems little comprehendéd, and none 
of the questions which if a short time must 
force answers has been considered, appar- 
ently, by the American péople or by the 
commission. 

The “squaw men” were ordered to go. 
No details of the problem were solved; no 
basis on which difficulties could be met as 
they developed was decreed. Must 20,000 
divorces follow? No one knows. Must 
50,000 children be made fatherless? The gov- 
ernment by act has answered this question 
in the affirmative, but by word it has been 
silent, 
alternative. The wives are left by law to 
hold the land. Because of the Indian blood 
in their veins the government has not dared 
yet to make the declaration that they, too, 
must go. As wards of the nation they still 
have their title clear. If their hearts are 
bound stfonger by the ties of love than 
those of land and livelihood they can leave 
the Territory with their palefaced husbands, 
taking their children with them. In no other 
way can the families remain intact. 


With no chance of ever returning to the 
Territory as the husbands of the women who 
have borne their names, in some instances 
for two decades, or as the fathers of the 
children that have come of the union, what 
else, tt has been asked, but divorce can 
result? If the government does not alter its 
intention, will it be asked after the families 
have been scattered, ‘“‘ Has the government 
sanctioned the remarriagé of these men and 
women by making !mpdossible the old rela- 
tion, or will formal! decrees of,divorce have 
to be granted to both partiés? Can the 
government force them to accept a decree 
annulling the marriage relation? . What 
court has power to act?” 

In the days of slavery husbands were 
separated from wives and children were 
torn from°*mothers, but the present situa- 
tion lacks in parallel because the marriage 
of slaves Was not recognized by law. The 
marriages between the white men and the 
Indian women have been celebrated by either 
church or civil rites, frequently by both. 
Other individuals and other nations have 


been dispossessed of land, but history has 


few examples of where the land has been 
left to one portion of 4 family and perpetual 
exile decreed to the other portion. When 
the English drove the Arcadian peasantry 
from their northern homes they did not try 
to scatter families, though in the confusion 
fathers, mothers, and children @rifted apart, 
often never to see each other again. The 
distinction, however, between the results of 
chance and of leg@l decree is @ wide one. 


If the 20,000 men whose futufe is at stake 
were awaiting the crisis with stoical indif- 
ference or trying to escape its ordeal by 
pathetic pleadings the questions would re- 
main still of the highest im ance to the 
whole nation.

the land speculators, the mineral grabbers, 
through their lobbies in Congress, and the 
various departments of the government. 

In its earliest treaties the United States 
recognized these tribes as a unit of one na- 
tion. Yet the record is one of duplicity and 
shame. 

In 1775 and 1770 the Cherokees sold lands in 
Georgia, Virginia, and West Virginia, and in 
1805, 1806, and 1817 they sold their lands in 
Alabama, Georgia, and Tennessee to the 
United States for lands on the Arkansas 
River in the present Indian Territory, acre 
for acre, 

The treaty of 1817 provides that ali prior 
treaties shall remain in force,’’ and that 
the Cherokees shall be “‘ guaranteed and pro- 
tected forever in the undisturbed possession 
of their new lands on the Arkansas River,’ 
the boundaries of these lands being definitely 
set forth, 

By the treaty of May 6, 1828, the Umted 
States guaranteed the Cherokees 7,000,000 
acres as ‘‘a perpetual outlet west as far as 
the sovereignty and right of soil of the 
United States extends.” This land became 
known asthe “ Cherokee outlet,”’ or “ strip.” 

The treaties of May 28, 1830; Feb. 14, 1833; 
Dec. 29, 1835; and Dec. 31, 1838, all redefined 
the boundaries of the lands allotted the In- 
dians in exchange for some 80,000,000 acres, 
all told, ceded by them from time to time to 
the government of the Untted States. 

Thus it will be seen that these Indians have 
been retired, driven back from their native 
lands into the interior until finally corraled 
on the big reservation, once the Cherokee 
Strip and now the Indian Territory. 

In the '40s the Rocky Mountains were 
looked on as the ultimate boundary of civili- 
gation. Kansas and Nebraska seemed an 


| unknown wilderness—the jumping off place 


of men wearing clothes and using soap and 
spelling books. 

So when the Indians were dumped into the 
Cherokee Strip it was considered a good rid- 
dance of the ambitious savages. Americans 
little dreamed that they would ever bein the 
way of the government, saying nothing of 
railroad syndicates, land-gobbling combina- 
tions, and mineral speculators. 

The Cherokees did exactly what has been 
demanded by all the government officials; the 
alleged statesmen who how! about Indians, 
the philanthropist, and those smooth talking 
orators, claiming to be gifted by natyre for 
solving Indian problems. 

The Indians established a goverriment, 
with courts and institutions of learning, 
primary schools, seminaries, and colleges, 
manufacturing concerns, and other instru- 
ments of civilization. 

To protect these children of nature, ‘who 
did not butcher people and desolate adjoin- 
ing country with their ravages, laws Were 
passed making it illegal for white men to 
travel through the,territory or to in« 
trude’””’ upon them against their wishes. 

But favored white men gradually drifted 
in, married into. Indian families, and in the 
process of evolution became members of 
the tribes. Presently, half breeds began to 
appear on the scene, with much of the 
white man’s intelligence and ingenuity in 

oung es were graduated from 
seminaries—beautiful creatures, some om 
light as Italians and Spaniards, others as 
fair as any American girls. They proved 
proficient in all English branches, in lan- 
, music, painting, and mathematics. 

Wealth and luxury surroundthem. Beau- 
tiful and cultured children with white 
thers and Indian mothers play on the lawns 
and attend the schools and seminaries set 
a forthem. The Cherokee Indians have 
four well appointed seminaries for the Cher- 
okee youths. There are upward of 10.000 
school children in this tribe alone. It is the 
most highly cultured of any.

The commission, of which former Senator 
Dawes of Massachusetts is chairman, ar- 
rived recently from Washington and con 
vened in the Chickasaw Nation. 

Their first oflicial orders were to declare all 
“squaw men’”’ intruders. Mounted police 
are to be called into service to eject these 
men, who declared immediately they would 
fight until death before being separated 
from their families and lands. 

The Dawes commission made this ruling 
immediately upon its return from Wash- 
ington this spring. At Pauls Valley, I. T., 
in the Chickasaw nation, David Rennie, a 
wealthy intermarried citizen, came before 
the commission and asked that he and his 
family be enrolled. 

There was no objection to his family, but 
the commission’ said it could not enroll 
him, a white man. While it was his privie 
lege to marry an Indian woman, he could not 
share any of the tribal lands. 

This was a bomb in the ranks of the itnter- 
married citizens, but excitement was. ine 
creased by additional orders notifying the 
that all whites who married Indfang#gnd ha 
settled upon Indian lands were “ intruders ” 
and would be treated accordingly. 


It is sald that the full blooded Indians do 
not object to the government’s order so far 
as the banished whites are concerned. But 
this is not altogether true. 

Two years ago a delegation from the Five 
Tribes was sent to Washington, protesting 
against the Indian legislation. They claimed 
that the bill was the result of a political con- 
spiracy to invade the Indian reservation and 
disrupt the Territory. 

In this instance the syndicates found they 
were not fealing with the old-time red In- 
dians of Dakota and Montana, but with a 
mixed, civilized race, with several thousand 
gallons of white blood at work in the Indian 
veins. The white men gave the Indians 
pointers” and *coSperated with their law- 
yers in opposing the proposed raid on their 
lands and property. 

What was the overwhelming answer in. 
Washington, in Congress, and before the 
committees? Read it: f 

“ The Indian Tefritory is the most valuablé 
portion of the Seuthwest. We wantit. I 
should be thrown open to ‘ civilization,’ ”’ 


This is the Indian summary of the Ter- 
ritorial situation and of his belief of the true 
purpose of the commission: 

“The cold-blooded, incontrovertible fact.’ 
no matter how much it may be obseured 
with side’ issues by the government's apol- 
ogists in the matter, is that the politicians 
and dishonest land and mineral claim grab- 
bers, abetted by lobbyists who expect to reap 
a future harvest, are in a conspiracy to rob 
us of our lands and disrupt our nation.
